1. GA PLENARY-DISARMAMENT, IDB, REPORTS OF COMMITTEE 2 

THE GA DEC. 21 ADOPTED FIVE RESOLUTIONS ON DISARMAMENT 
RECOMMENDED BY COMITE 1, AND 33 RESOLUTIONS AND SEVEN 
DECISIONS RECOMMENDED BY COMITE 2 AND ELECTED MEMBERS OF 
THE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT BOARD. PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE 
(SRI LANKA) ANNOUNCED THAT THE GA WOULD HAVE TO EXTEND THE 
SESSION BY ONE DAY TO COMPLETE ITS WORK. HE ALSO INFORMED 
THE ASSEMBLY HE HAD RECEIVED A PROPOSAL FROM YUGOSLAVIA ON 
THE ENLARGEMENT OF THE COMITE ON THE EXERCISE OF THE 
INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE AND A LETTER 
FROM THE GROUP OF 77 CHAIRMAN (PAKISTAN) ON THE QUESTION 
OF THE SUSPENSION OF THE 31ST SESSION. AMERASINGHE 
SAID HE WOULD PUT THOSE QUESTIONS BEFORE THE GA AT ITS 
LAST PLENARY MEETING.

IV- WITHOUT VOTE. AMB MYERSON, EXPLAINING US VOTE ON RES III, 

SAID THE US CHANGED ITS VOTE FROM ABSTAINING TO VOTING IN 
FAVOR. HE NOTED WITH SATISFACTION CHANGES IN THE LANGUAGE, 

AND STATED THAT WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE FOURTH PREAMBULAR 
PARA, USDEL’S EARLIER EXPLANATION OF VOTE REMAINED 
VALID. IN TAKING NOTE OF THE REPORT OF THE UNCTAD SYG, 

THE US DID NOT FULLY SHARE ALL OF THE COMMENTS AND INTERPRETATIONS

DEC. 20, THE COMITE CONCLUDED ACTION ON REVISED ESTIMATES 
FOR UNCTAD, AND FILLED VACANCIES IN COMITE ON CONTRIBUTIONS, 
INVESTMENTS COMITE, AND STAFF PENSION COMITE. UK PROPOSAL 
(BASED ON ACABQ SUGGESTION) THAT QUESTION OF LIMITED ACCESS 
MEETINGS BE SENT TO COMITE ON CONFERENCES WAS REJECTED 
26 (US, EE'S MOST WEO'S, TRINIDAD/TOBAGO)-45-2(). BYELORUSSIA 
INTRODUCED A DRAFT DECISION (L.55) PROVIDING FOR POSTPONEMENT 
UNTIL 32ND GA OF 10 ITEMS, WHICH INCLUDED ITEM 92(A) 

ON PROGRESS REPORT. CONTROLLER DEBATIN POINTED OUT THAT IT 
WAS NOT TECHNICALLY POSSIBLE TO DEFER ITEM 92(A), 

BYELORUSSIA WITHDREW IT, AND THE REST OF THE DECISION WAS 
ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS. 

BY CONSENSUS, HENNES (US), KATO (JAPAN) AND SERBANESCU

FARIA (BRAZIL), RACZKOWSKI (POLAND) FOR THREE- YEAR TERMS; 

AND SHIHIDO (JAPAN) FOR TWO-YEAR TERM. 

STAFF PENSION COMITE: BY SECRET BALLOT MAJOLI (ITALY),

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3. SECURITY COUNCIL-LESOTHO'S COMPLAINT AGAINST 
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SOUTH AFRICA 

THE SC BEGAN CONSIDERATION DEC. 21 OF LESOTHO'S COMPLAINT 
REGARDING "THE GRAVE SITUATION" AFFECTING IT FOLLOWING SOUTH 
AFRICA'S CLOSURE OF THE BORDER BETWEEN LESOTHO AND "THAT 
PART OF SOUTH AFRICA REFERRED TO AS TRANSKEI". STATEMENTS 
WERE MADE BY THE FOREIGN MINISTER OF LESOTHO AND BY THE 
REPRESENTATIVES OF MADAGASCAR, LIBYA, BENIN AND CHINA. 

DISCUSSION WILL CONTINUE DEC. 22. 

LESOTHO FOREIGN MINISTER MOLAPO DECLARED THAT THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
GOVERNMENT HOLDS LESOTHO HOSTAGE IN AN ATTEMPT TO FORCE IT 
TO RECOGNIZE TRANSKEI, A CONTAINUATION OF THE 
BANTUSTAN POLICY OF CREATING INDIGENOUS MINI-STATES TO 
INSURE WHITE RULE IN SOUTH AFRICA. UNDER THE POLICY. 

HE STATED, THE HOMELAND AREAS ARE 13 PERCENT OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
LAND MASS AND 87 PERCENT OF THE POPULATION WOULD BE 
ENTITLED TO IT. HE PROCEEDED IN LENGTHY DISCOURSE CONDEMNING 
IN DETAIL THE BANTUSTAN SYSTEM, AND DESCRIBED LESOTHO'S 
ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES BASED ON ENCIRCLEMENT BY SOUTH AFRICA. 

HE REFUSED RECOGNITION OF TRANSKEI, WHICH GOL CONSIDERED 
WOULD BE ENDORSEMENT OF APARTHEID. SOUTH AFRICA'S CLOSURE 
OF THREE BORDER POSTS, IN VIOLATION OF AGREEMENTS BETWEEN 
LESOTHO AND SOUTH AFRICA, HAD HAD "DIRE AND PROFUND 
CONSEQUENCES" ON HIS COUNTRY'S POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC LIFE. 

PART OF LESOTHO, WITH A QUARTER OF A MILLION PEOPLE, HAD BERN 
ALMOST CUT OFF FROM THE REST OF THE COUNTRY. HE ALSO 
REFERRED TO THE OUTSTANDING BORDER PROBLEM, POINTING OUT THAT 
LARGE TRACTS OF LAND IN THE SOUTH AFRICAN PROVINCES OF FREE 
STATE, NATAL AND CAPE PROVINCE RIGHTFULLY BELONGED TO THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BASOTHO NATION, AND SAID SAG HAD CEDED LARGE TRACTS OF THOSE 
LANDS TO THE SO-CALLED INDEPENDENT TRANSKEI. FOREIGN MINISTER 
MOLAPO SAID THAT IN ORDER TO EXTRICATE ITSELF FROM THE POSITION 
OF "HOSTAGE", LESOTHO PLANNED A MAJOR ROAD PROGRAM TO LINK 
ITS MOUNTAIN AREAS WITH THE REST OF THE COUNTRY. THE COST 
WAS ESTIMATED AT $75 MILLION, BUT SHORT-TERM MEASURES TO 
DEAL WITH THE IMMEDIATE SITUATION COULD BE CARRIED OUT FOR 
$10 TO $12 MILLION, "A VERY SMALL FIGURE BY WORLD STANDARDS". 
LESOTHO BELIEVED THAT THE ADOPTION OF A POSITIVE AND 
CONSTRUCTIVE SC RESOLUTION WOULD GO A LONG WAY 
TOWARD REAFFIRMING THE CARDINAL PRINCIPLES OF THE CHARTER AND 
AVOIDING A POSSIBLE THREAT TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY 
IN THE REGION. 

RABETAFIKA (MADAGASCAR), SPEAKING FOR THE AFRICAN GROUP, 
CONTINUED CONDEMNATION OF SAG'S "ARM-TWISTING", REFERRED TO 
CHARTER PROVISIONS FOR NATIONS IN SUCH POSITIONS AS LESOTHO, 

AND SUPPORTED HELP TO IMPROVE LESOTHO'S INTERNAL LINKS 
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TO RENDER IT LESS VULNERABLE TO SOUTH AFRICAN BLACKMAIL. 

HE RECALLED THE GA S APPEALS FOR SANCTIONS AGAINST 

SOUTH AFRICA, SUCH AS A MANDATORY ARMS EMBARGO AND AN ECONOMIC 

BLOCKADE. 

LIBYA AND BENIN DELIVERED SIMILAR STATEMENTS, EXPRESSING 
VIEW THAT LESOTHO MUST NOT BE LEFT ALONE TO BE "COWED 
BY PRETORIA", AND STATING THAT THE BANTUSTAN POLICY WAS THE 
CONDITION FOR SURVIVAL OF THE PRESENT SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME. 

KIKHIA (LIBYA), WHO PAID TRIBUTE TO DEPARTING SC MEMBERS 
RYDBECK (SWEDEN), HUANG HUA (CHINA) AND MALIK (USSR), 

REFERRED TO MALIK AS "REPRESENTATIVE OF OUR FRIEND AND 
ALLY, THE SOVIET UNION". HE SAID ALL AFRICAN STATES FULLY 
SUPPORTED LESOTHO AND WOULD SPARE NO EFFORTS TO ENSURE 
SOLIDARITY WITH THAT COUNTRY. SOUTH AFRICA'S ACTIONS 
NOT ONLY POSED A SERIOUS ECONOMIC PROBLEM FOR LESOTHO, 

BUT ALSO CONSTITUTED A THREAT TO THE PEACE AND 

SECURITY IN THAT AREA. BOYA (BENIN) SAID THE SC MUST CONSIDER

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NOT ONLY THE ECONOMIC BUT ALSO THE POLITICAL ASPECTS OF 
THE QUESTION. HE CALLED FOR EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO

BETWEEN LESOTHO AND SOUTH AFRICA, AND DENOUNCED 
SOUTH AFRICA'S ACTIONS AND ALSO "THE IMPERIALIST ACCOMPLICES

LAI YA-LI (CHINA) ADMIRED LESOTHO'S POSITION IN OPPOSITION TO 
RACISM IN DEFIANCE OF BRUTE FORCE AND GAVE RESOLUTE SUPPORT. 

HE CALLED TRANSKEI A CLUMSY FRAUD AND A PROVOCATION TO THE 
PEOPLE OF LESOTHO AND THOSE THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. HE SPOKE 
OF TWO SUPERPOWERS LOCKED IN INTENSE RIVALRY IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA, ONE STRUGGLING TO MAINTAIN ITS VESTED 
INTERESTS, THE OTHER, THROUGH NLM'S, ATTEMPTING TO UNDERMINE 
THEIR MILITANT UNITY AND TO TAKE THE PLACE OF COLONIALISM. 

HE REPEATED STANDARD CONDEMNATION OF SAG AND VOICED FIRM 
SUPPORT FOR LESOTHO. (REPEATED INFO LONDON, MASERU, MOSCOW, 
PRETORIA, TRIPOLI)
